Hiking Rules Which Must Be Observed 


1. Extreme care must be taken not t6 
start forest fires. 

2. Contamination of all water sources 
must be avoided. 

3. Camps must be left in good order 
and refuse buried. 

4. For safety, all firearms are pro- 
hibited. 

5. Suitable hiking equipment should 
be worn. 

6. Pick no flowers or shrubs and dis- 
courage others from doing so. 

7. Never leave the hiking party unless 
you have the permission of the guide. 

8. Let the Leader lead. 

9. A charge is made on all trips to 
cover expenses of transportation and coffee. 


MEMBERSHIP QUALIFICATIONS 


Applicant must have climbed Saddle 
Mountain and made at least two major trips 
of the Club. Election to membership is by 
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ballot of the Club. Dues $2.00 per year. 

The Angora Club welcomes the public 
to their outings and will be glad to admit 
to its membership those who are sufficiently 
interested to qualify. 


THE ANGORA CLUB 
Organization 


The Angora Club was organized on July 
4, 1920. The charter members who effected 
the organization of the club very fittingly 
chose the summit of Saddle Mountain as the 
site of the ceremony. Today, very few of the 
original members are still active in club af- 
fairs but Saddle Mountain remains the Ango- 
ra shrine. The principles and ideals set forth 
by the organizers still provide the inspiration 
for club activities. Minor changes have been 
made to cope with changing conditions, both 
social and economic, but the fundamental 
aims of the organization remain intact. 


MEMBER OF FEDERATION OF WESTERN 
OUTDOOR CLUBS 


One of the most significant and far- 
reaching events in the history of the organi- 
zation occurred at Mazama Lodge. Mt. Hood, 
on October 31, 1931, when its representatives 
assisted in the organization of the Federation 
of Western Outdoor Clubs. Through member- 
ship in the Federation the Angora Club has 
materially strengthened its position and in- 
creased its scope.

OCTOBER 8 


Coffinberry Lake - Columbia Beach— 
This jaunt into the sand dune area between 
the lakes and the beach is one that has been 
over-looked by the Angoras in the past. The 
vegion is particularily alluring in the fall 
and should be at its best for this trip.
